CHAMPAIGN, 111. -(AP)— A 


slate entomologist says corn borer 
survival in Illinois h.ih been "rela- 
| lively high" and midsummer pupa- 


tion probably will be higher thaji 
in 1950 and 1951. 


In the weekly-corn borer report 


issued by the University of Illinois 
and the state Natural History Sur- 
vey, Entomologist George C. Deck- 
er said: 
• "It appears we will have a sig- 
nificant but not an alarming in- 


- crease in the borer population by 


fall. 


"We now are definitely between 


the spring and summer flights of 
moths in all except the extreme 
Southern Illinois counties. In the 
St. Louis area and tuuth, moths 
have started to emerge' from early 
'sweet corn and pupae are about 
tc produce moths (n early field 
corn." 


Of other insect pests, Decker 


said: 


Earthworms are unusually de- 


structive on sweet corn and toma- 
toes in Southern Illinois.. Moderate 
,to heavy egg laying can be ex- 
pected elsewhere in the state in 
two or three weeks. 


Cutworms and armv worms are 


dcing considerable damage in scat- 
tered sections of Northern Illinois. 
Toxaphene sprays ars fairly effec- 
.ti\e. 


Damaging grasshoppers in 


Southern Illinois can be controlled 
by sprays containing chlordane, 
aldrin or toxaphcne.

No one is more aware of these 
facts than industries which produce the goods and services 
that keep the country going. One of the greatest benefits 
of the competitive system is its relentless push toward full- 
est utilization of natural resources. A pound of coal, a gal- 
lon of oil, a tree from the forest—all are used far more ef- 
tively now than ever before.

Ironically, a cause of great and needless waste of both 


energy and resources is found in the ideological warfare be- 
tween the individual and the state being waged in our coun- 
try. 
Politicians constantly seek to extend the authority of 


government while private citizens must constantly fight for 
rights and liberties which are supposed to be guaranteed to 
them under the Constitution. Government seizure of th 
steel industry was one example. Another is the long contin 
uing effort of Socialist planners to destroy the right of prop 
erty ownership by nationalizing the electric industry. Th 
Socialists are actually the biggest stumbling block to such 
things as real flood control, conservation and maximum de 
yelopment of electric power facilities because these fine ob 
jectives are of secondary importance in their book. Social 
ism, which means making the state the master of the indi 
vidual, is always first with them. The resultant waste o 
energy and materials that can be laid directly at their door 
is incalculable. This is the price we pay for trying to mix 
regulated private enterprise and socialism. The plain fact i 
we cannot afford it.

Let the Other Guy Do Dirty Work 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


The annual intercollegiate bridge 


tournament has become a fixture 
on the national scene, and 1 per 
one am heartily in favor of it. 
A couple of thousand college n{cn 
and women enter th:s competition 
each year, thus practicing one of 
the few intercollegiate sports tl\at 
they will continue to play when 
they have finished their studies. • 


The hand shown today was play 


ed by all the students in the first 
round of this year's tournament. 
It helped separate ths sheep from 
the goats by singling cut the play- 
ers who were smart enough to let 
the other fellow do chc dirty work. 


The play to the first three tricks 


was almost invariab.y the same. 
Dummy took the ace cf clubs, and 
then South took the ace and king 
of trumps.

CHICAGO—This is the first time in my long experience that a*, 


national convention actually caused a nausea' in the souls of men and 
women, frightened .by the dawning realization that the system by which 
presidents of this great republic are'picked is not only a carnival of1 


robots and fools, but a fraud. As I tried to suggest early in these 
obscenities, some, at least, of the Americans here concerned as dele- 
gates, reporters and mere spectators, were troubled by private pangi» 
of thought for young men, some of them fathers of 
little children, caught by tricks of the draft and the' 
reserve and sent to Korea to fight a war, but for- 
bidden jo win it and almost totally forgotten by their • 
countrymen. 


General MacArthur referred to, them in his' 


speech, a rolling oration of rhythmic waves, one of 
the few public obeisances to decency and honor in 
the entire debauch. But Senator Wayne Morse, of jj 
Oregon, a non-Republican Republican, expressed re- 
vulsion at this plea. And whoever else was'quoted 
on the side of the Aldrich-Rockefeller-Ford wing^of 
the party^ had only scorn for MacArthur's unprovoked *««tbfw* 
intrusion of spiritual thoughts into a brawl so frankly sordid. 
The 


bounder seemed to be in bad taste. 


A ^arge number of good citizens had been picked by a rigged lottery, 


sent to war and abandoned by their countrymen who now washed their 
hands of the tragedy and gathered in a wicked row of senseless noise, 
ridiculous costumes and mass betrayal to ratify a. difty business. To 
be sure, these delegates and alternates had no volition in the matter 
and the fault was not theirs but an 
ugly development ripening into 
danger after many years. But no 
individual arose who had the force 
of character, a heartful of pity for 
those poor fellows and the scorn of 
all this mockery to seize a micro- 
phone or set up a soapbox and cry 
shame at the gibbering multitude.

No Eye Injuries in A-Bomb Test 


One unannounced result of the recent atomic bomb 


test which newsmen were permitted to see was the dis- 
covery that looking right at the blast at the instant of 
detonation does not do irreparable injury to the eyes— 
at a four-mile distance. 


The cautious practice has been to face away from the 


blast, or to wear very dark glasses. 


Three Army eye specialists among the troops at 


Yucca Flat, Nev., stared straight into the blast without 
glasses. They were temporarily blinded but recovered 
quickly with no permanent damage. 
Four of the sol- 


diers who forgot to turn their heads were also blinded 
for a few minutes, but quickly recovered. 


Hunting Guerrilla "Rabbits" by 'Copter 


"Rabbit hunting" in Korea isn't what the name im- 


plies. It's Marine Corps slang for hunting North Korean 
guerrillas who have infiltrated the South Korean lines. 


Two low-flying helicopters are used. Doors are re- 


moved and expert riflemen pick off the "rabbits" as they 
are detected. When one 'copter lands to capture a Com- 
mie, 
the other provides cover. 


This is only one of the new tricks in helicopter war- 


fare. Marine helicopters now evacuate seriously wounded 
men direct from battlefield to hospital ships, landing on 
a specially built platform over the after deck. 


Jet Phenomenon Shakes Dallas 


A series of mysterious explosions near Dallas, Tex., 


has been traced to a new jet plane phenomenon that will 
probably be experienced in many other parts of the 
country as supersonic speed flying increases. 


At the Chance Vought aircraft plant near Dallas, 


where the first explosion.8 caused .police a frantic hunt 
for dynamiters, the big noise is explained like this: 


When a plane starts a power dive from say 40,000 


feet, the aircraft actually races ahead of the sound waves 
and pulls ihese waves afler It. When the plane pulls out 
at around 25,000 feet, the sound of shock waves continue 
rushing towards the ground.
